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* South Vietnam : General Khanh now seems to be 
acting somewhat more positively in an effort to sta- 
bilize the situation. 

Khanh returned to Saigon this morning. ^General 
Khiem, who with Khanh and General Minh serves on 
the ruling military triumvirate, told an American 
Embassy officer on 2 September that Khanh had con- 
ferred with the top military leadership the day before 
and had agreed to return to work as premier. Khiem 
said th^t Khanh, in effect, had already taken up these 
duties^y

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British Guiana ifjChe security appears to be de- 
teriorating again.

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South Korea : [Moves now being made by Presi- 
dent Pak Chong -hui to control the South Korean 
press may spark another round of political conflict. 
The press has long been a thorn in the side of Ko- 
rean governments, and Pak believes student demon- 
strations last spring were aggravated by press sen- 
sationalism. The resignation yesterday of the 
minister of information indicates opposition even 
within the administration to Pak's program.^ 
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
